TWO-SIDED 

Foreign  Minister  Tran  Chanh 
Thanh  of  South  Vietnam  told 
reporters  in  Saigon  the  talks 
would  be  two-sided  and  would 
not  give  recognition  to  the  NLF. 

It  was  South  Vietnam’s 
determination  to  resist  any  sort  of 
recognition  of  the  NLF  that 


caused  the  hangup  over  a 
conference  table.  South  Vietnam 
wanted  the  table  divided. 

Thanh  saw  hard  fighting  ahead, 
despite  the  agreement,  saying: 
“The  Communists  have  always 
wanted  to  talk  while  fighting  and 
fight  while  talking.” 

His  belief  was  borne  out  by  a 
broadcast  from  Hanoi  radio,  the 
official  voice  of  North  Vietnam. 

“We  must  continue  fighting  ever 
more  strenuously  to  assure  that 
we  get  our  peace,”  the  broadcast 
said.

LARGE  CHARGE 
“Students  have  often  been 
charged  exorbitantly  for  damage 
in  their  apartment.  Our  new 
service  will  offer,  for  a slight  fee,  a 
qualified  realtor  to  inspect  the 
damage  and  verify  if  the  charge  is 
excessive  or  not,”  Jones  said.

An  owner  of  a large 
apartment  complex  in  Provo, 
when  asked  what  he  thought  of 
the  new  contract  selling  service, 
responded:  “This  is  an  excellent 
idea— it  will  aid  those  landlords 
whose  dwellings  are  in  demand.” 


Fall  Fees 
Up  Again; 
$15  Hike 

Tuition  and  fees  will  be 
increased  $15  per  semester  at 
BYU  next  school  year,  beginning 
in  September  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  announced. 

The  change  will  not  affect  the 
upcoming  spring  semester 
Registration  Feb.  3-4. 

The  charges  will  increase  from 
the  present  $225  to  $240  for 
students  who  are  members  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  and  from  $360 
to  $375  for  non-members  of  The 
Church. 

The  current  figures  include  a 
$10  laboratory  fee  which  will  be 
eliminated. 

Explaining  the  differential  in 
tuition  for  members  and 
non-members,  President  Wilkinson 
pointed  out  that  about  70  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  operating  the 
university  is  paid  from  the  tithes 
of  The  Church. 

“Therefore,  students  who  are 
Church  members,  or  their 
families,  already  have  made  a 
monetary  contribution  to  the 
operation  of  the  university.  To 
equalize  this  burden  somewhat  it 
is  necessary  to  charge 
non-members  a higher  tuition. 
Even  this  higher  total  payment, 
however,  does  not  cover  the  total 
educational  cost  of  non-members 
of  The  Church.” 

A survey  showed  that  BYU 
tuition  and  fees  are  considerably 
below  those  of  other  large  private 
universities  and  colleges.

New  Service  Relieves 
Heusing  Contract  Ills

No  longer  will  students  be 
forced  to  advertise  in  the 
UNIVERSE  classifieds  that  they 
must  sell  their  housing  contract. 
At  least  this  will  no  longer  be 
necessary  if  enough  students  take 
advantage  of  a new  service, 
explains  Darrell  Jones,  vice 
president  of  student  relations. 

The  new  service,  coordinated 
through  the  Student  Relations 
Office,  will  make  it  possible  for 
students  to  buy  and  sell  housing 
contracts. 

“Many  students  each  semester 
lose  their  housing  deposit  because 
they  can’t  sell  their  contract. 
Often  they  must  leave  because  of 
a mission  call,  the  draft  or 
marriage.  And  still  other  students 
want  to  move  because  they  are 
dissatisfied  with  their  dwelling,” 
Jones  mentioned. 

MANY  ADS 

More  than  30  students 
advertised  in  Thursday’s 
UNIVERSE  to  sell  their  contracts. 

“This  is  a shame,  because  many 
of  these  students,  after  paying  for 
the  ads,  will  not  be  able  to  sell 
their  contract  and  will  lose  from 
$25  to  $60  which  they  had 
previously  deposited,’’  he 
lamented. 

Several  steps  are  required  to 
buy  or  sell  a contract;  (1)  Fill  out 
a special  form  in  1 19  ELWC  (CaU 
Ext.  2525  for  information).  (2) 
Look  through  the  respective  card 
files  and  determine  if  you  can 
already  buy  or  sell.  (3)  If  no 
transaction  is  made  aftbr  one 
week,  fill  out  the  same  form  again 
because  the  files  will  be  changed 
every  week. 

Another  function  of  the  service 
will  be  to  arbitrate  complaints 
against  landlords. 

‘‘The  BYU  Housing 
Administration  also  accepts 
complaints,  but  little  is  known  of 
their  work  in  this  respect,”  Jones 
explained.  “Ours  will  be  a

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Student  Housing  Office  Purpose: 
Secure  Adequute  Accommodutions 


Need  for  a cooperative  program  between  renting 
students  and  off-campus  landlords  was  emphasized 
Friday  by  BYU  through  the  Residential  Student 
Housing  Office. 

In  a statement  issued  exclusively  to  the 
UNIVERSE,  Housing  officials  indicated  that  many 
of  the  problems  could  be  solved  if  students  knew 
what  the  Housing  Office  could  do  for  them.  Darrell 
Jones,  vice  president  of  student  relations,  was 
complimented  for  recognizing  the  complexity  of  the 
student  housing  situation  at  the  university. 

"It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Housing  Dept,  to  assist 
the  student  in  securing  adequate  and  satisfactory 
rental  accommodations  during  his  sojourn  here," 
the  statement  indicated. 

Magnitude  of  the  undertaking  was  apparent  in 
figures  released  in  the  statement: 

"The  mass  migration  commences  in  late  August 
and  continues  through  the  middle  of  September. 
When  the  dust  settles,  the  head  count  is  more  than 
22,000  students.  Approximately  6,000  of  these 
students  reside  on  campus;  the  rest  acquire 
accommodations  in  the  Provo  city  area. 

"These  off-campus  students  occupy  over  4,800 
rental  units  varying  from  small  basement  facilities  to 
multi-million  dollar  apartment  house  complexes. 
This  mammoth  movement  creates  many  rental 
concerns  for  the  University  Housing  Dept.,"  the 
statement  pointed  out. 


Just  what  can  be  done  to  solve  some  of  these 
problems?  How  can  the  student  be  assisted? 
Housing  officials  can  help  in  the  following  ways  if 
contacted  at  C-141  ASB: 

1 . On  file  in  the  Housing  Office  are  complete  and 
accurate  records  of  every  approved  apartment.  This 
should  aid  students  to  find  a place  to  live. 

2.  Student  representatives  of  the  Housing  Office 
make  regular  visits  to  approved  student  apartments 
to  determine  physical  conditions  and  Inform 
landlords  if  the  unit  fails  to  comply  with  BYU 
minimum  specification  requirements. 

3.  All  rental  misunderstandings  between  students 
and  landlords  can  be  taken  to  the  Housing  Office 
for  mediation.  Serious  rental  involvements  are 
referred  to  the  Student  Housing  Adjustment  Board 
for  final  arbitration.  This  board  Is  comprised  of  an 
appointed  faculty  member,  a student  and  an  elected 
landlord. 

4.  Any  student  with  a complaint  about  housing 
will  receive  prompt  and  courteous  investigation. 

5.  Students  who  find  it  necessary  to  move  before 
termination  of  their  rental  agreement  may  list  this 
information  In  the  Housing  Office  where  other 
students  may  review  the  listings. 

6.  Additional  information  about  the  off-campus 
rental  arrangement  for  BYU  students  can  be 
obtained  at  the  Housing  office.  Printed  brochures 
and  pamphlets  are  available  on  request,  it  was 
explained. 


How  Con  Students  Obtoin  Loons? 


The  reporting  of  the  passage  of  several 
amendments  to  the  Guaranteed  Student  Loan 
Program  has  created  questions  which  need  to  be 
answered. 

QUESTION:  Since  the  new  amendments  allow 
students  to  borrow  up  to  $1500  a year  from  a 
university  why  can't  I get  the  loan  from  BYU? 

ANSWER:  According  to  Wendle  Nielsen,  student 
loan  director,  BYU  has  never  participated  In  such 
government-subsidized  programs.  Also,  under  the 
Guaranteed  Student  Loan  Program,  a student  may 
borrow  money  from  his  university,  only  if  it  sets  up 
a fund  for  making  loans.  BYU,  however,  has  its  own 
loan  program  which  is  under  auspices  of  The 
Church.  He  also  explained  that  very  few  schools 
throughout  the  country  have  set  up  their  own 
private  loan  institutions.  Yale  is  one  of  the  few 
schools  which  have  done  so. 

QUESTION:  1 am  from  California.  Can  I receive  a 
loan  from  Provo  banks  now  that  the  law  takes  away 
the  risk  of  losing  money  from  loans  to  non-resident 
students? 

ANSWER:  Students  can  receive  up  to  $1000  per 
year  from  a few  banks  in  Provo  under  certain 
conditions,  clarified  Jim  Smellie,  manager  of  the 
Student  Loan  Program  at  First  Security  Bank.  To 
his  knowledge,  no  Provo  banks  are  participating  in 


the  government  program  which  allows  a student  to 
borrow  up  to  $1500  a year  to  a maximum  of 
$7500.  The  first  Security  Bank  will  generally  make 
loans  to  residents  of  Utah  who  have  accounts  with 
the  bank.  However,  since  the  bank  makes  no  profit 
from  student  loans,  "We  usually  do  not  loan  funds 
to  non-resident  students."  He  mentioned  that  if 
non-resident  students  desperately  need  money  for 
school,  they  should  have  their  parents  ask  their 
home  bank  to  make  the  loan. 

In  the  past,  some  California  banks  refused  to  loan 
money  to  students  attending  out-of-state  schools. 
The  federal  government  now,  however,  insures  any 
loans  to  qualified  students  no  matter  where  they 
attend. 

Students  should  understand  that  a bank  is  not 
obligated  to  offer  student  loans— it  is  their 
prerogative.  The  federal  government  just  helps  out 
with  interest  charges  and  insures  the  loan.  The  bank 
puts  up  the  funds. 

As  an  added  note— students  needing  money  for 
Registration  should  apply  to  the  BYU  Loans  Office 
immediately.  According  to  Wendle  Nielsen,  very  few 
students  have  applied  thus  far,  and  an  anticipated 
loan  might  not  be  readily  available  if  students  wait 
too  long. 


Of  Sports  And  Sportsmonship . . . 


Sports  fans  are  a funny  lot.  Because  of  our  point 
of  view,  we  may  see  something  In  a completely 
different  way  than  someone  else  who  has  a different 
point  of  view.  Take,  for  example,  a batter  on  a 
baseball  team.  He  may  see  a pitched  ball  as  a bad 
pitch,  yet  the  pitcher  who  threw  it  may  see  the 
same  pitch  as  a beautiful  strike.  It  depends  on  our 
personal  involvement  and  to  what  extent  we  are 
able  to  be  objective  in  our  judgments.

Yet,  as  the  UNIVERSE  has  tried  to  point  out 
during  the  past  week,  even  in  our  enthusiasm  to 
support  the  team  and  cheer  them  on  to  victory,  it  is 
more  important  that  we  retain  our  good 
sportsmanship.  Officials,  while  not  perfect,  are 
trained  in  the  fine  art  of  blowing  the  whistle.

Students  will  learn  about  the 
College  of  Cardinals,  the  papal 
curia,  Benedictine  and  mendicant 
monks,  feudal  and  manorial  law, 
the  origins  of  the  jury  system, 
diplomatic  law  and  custom,  the 
guild  system  and  a number  of 
other  things.

HOW  FAR 
WILL  A FLASH 
REACH? 


If  you  watched  the  Orange 
Bowl  football  game,  you  saw 
inniunerable  flashes  fired  at 
the  floats  during  the  half,  as 
well  as  a few  flashes  during 
the  game.  THAT’S  THE  BIG- 
GEST WASTE  OF  MONEY 
IN  PHOTOGRAPHY. 

We  don't  think  a customer 
of  Allen’s  would  ever  do  a 
thing  like  firing  a flash  at  a 
float  four  hundred  feet  away. 
In  the  first  place,  there  was 
enough  light  on  that  football 
field  to  make  a pretty  good 
picture  without  any  flash  at 
all. 

In  the  second  place,  the 
most  powerful  flash  bulb  sold 
today  and  nearly  every  elec- 
tronic flash  on  the  market 
has  an  effective  range  with 
color  film  of  about  forty  feet 
or  less— so  it’s  ridiculous  to 
fire  away  at  the  countryside 
with  a little  peanut  flash 
bulb. 

In  basketball  it  is  even  sil- 
iler  because  the  lights  on  toe 
floor  are  so  bright  Ihey  al- 
most overexpose  color  film. 

I know  you  are  thinking 
about  those  news  photo- 
graphers that  lie  on  the  floor 
by  the  basket  with  their  flash 
guns.  Well,  they  prove  our 
point— they  are  less  than 
twenty-five  feet  from  the  ac- 
tion, and  they  have  great  big 
flash  guns  that  fire  at 
l/2000th  of  a second,  and 
that’s  how  they  get  those 
spectacular  stop-action  pic- 
tures. But  you  can’t  get  down 
there  in  the  first  place,  so 
simply  set  your  shutter  at 
l/60th  or  l,/125th  and  the 
aperture  wide  open  and  fire 
away— you’ll  be  surprised  at 
the  beautiful  results — particu- 
larly In  the  “Y”  field  house 
where  they  have  the  bright- 
est lights  in  the  U.S.A. 

Anyway  we  had  to  chuckle 
as  we  watched  all  those  use- 
less flashes  being  Rred.

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Registration  To  Include  TB  Test

It  is  six  times  as  common  in 
other  countries  than  in  the  United 
States. 

BYU  students  are  affected  by  it 
one-sixth  as  often  as  other 
Americans.  There  is  no  immunity 
to  it  and,  until  fairly  recently,  no 
cure. 

It  is  tuberculosis. 

At  Registration,  all  students  will 
be  required  to  have  a skin  test 
before  their  Registration  is 
complete. 

T uberculosis— affectionately 
nicknamed  “TB”— is  caused  by  a 
coryna  bacillus,  a second  cousin 
t o bacteria  found  in  ordinary 
drinking  water.  These  cousins 
have  much  in  common,  except  TB 
has  an  extraordinary  ability  to 
maim  and  kill. 

The  two  bacteria  live  in 
different  places,  also.  TB  prefers 
air  and  food  to  water,  and  is  very 
hardy.  This  enables  it  to  live  for 
prolonged  periods  without  a host, 
making  it  a contagious  disease, 
and  each  of  its  victims  a potential 
spreader.  For  this  reason, 
diagnosis  and  treatment  are 
doubly  important. 


DIAGNOSIS  EASY 

Diagnosis  is  simple,  inexpensive 
and  usually  painless.  A Tine  Skin 
Test— referring  to  the  four  small 
prongs,  or  tines,  of  the  instrument 
which  barely  penetrates  the 
skin-is  used  to  test  for  TB. 

Most  students  tested  at 
Registration  will  be  told  when 
they  report  to  the  Student  Health 
Center  for  a reading  that  their 
tests  are  negative,  that  there  is  no 
TB  in  their  bodies.  But  for  a few 
hundred  students  who  have  a 
positive  reaction  to  the  test, 
further  testing  will  be  required. 

One  of  the  things  TB  and  the 
drinking  water  cousin  have  in 
common  is  an  ability  to  cause  a 
reaction  to  the  Tine  Test. 
Therefore,  of  those  having  a 
positive  reaction,  many  will  still 
be  free  of  TB.  A PPD  (Purified 
Protein  Derivative)  Test  or 
Mantoux  Test  is  used  to 
differentiate  between  the  two 
bacillL  The  PPD  Test  is  also  used 
when  the  reaction  to  the  Tine 
Test  is  only  slightly  positive. 


If  the  reaction  is  positive  again, 
x-rays  are  used  to  determine  the 
extent  and  stage  of  the  infection, 
and  the  patient  is  then  treated. 

Usually  a drug  called  INH 
(isonicotinic  acid  hydrazide) 
taken  daily  for  a year  will  effect  a 
cure.  INH  is  made  available  at  no 
cost  to  the  TB  victim  by  the 
Public  Health  Service. 

NO  IMMUNITY 

In  other  instances,  long-term 
hospitalization  and  extensive  care 
may  be  necessary,  especially  when 
early  diagnosis  is  not  made. 

Because  immunity  to  TB  isn’t 
possible,  and  because  early 
diagnosis  and  treatment  are 
important,  it  would  be  well  for 
everyone  to  receive  the  Tine  Test 
every  year,”  Dr.  Cloyd  Hofheins, 
director  of  the  Student  Health 
Center,  pointed  out. 

He  also  mentioned  that  a 
negative  test  last  year  followed  by 
a positive  rreaction  now  would 
mean  the  student  had  been 
exposed  to  TB  in-between. 

“We  are  anxious  to  learn  where 
this  occurred  and  eliminate  the 
cause  of  it,”  he  said. 

This  is  especially  true  of 
students  coming  to  BYU  from 
foreign  countries.  Non-caucasions 
have  less  resistance  to  TB  than  do 
whites.  Indians  and  Eskimos  are 
highly  susceptible  to  TB. 

DANGER:  CONTAGIOUS! 

TB  is  quickly  spread  by  one 
person  to  others.  Bacillus  in  the 
air  can  be  inhaled  into  the  lungs 
or  can  settle  upon  food  which  is 
then  eaten.

affected  by  TB,  but,  because  it  is 
primarily  air-borne,  the  lungs  and 
related  organs  (blood-stream, 
heart,  lymph  nodes,  etc.)  are  most 
often  infected  by  the  bacillus. 

Blood-borne,  or  milliary  TB  is 
quickly  spread  throughout  the 
body  and  is  difficult  to  treat. 
However,  even  this  type  of  TB  can 
be  treated  successfully.
